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DETAILED ACTION 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-27, 33, and 48-49, drawn to compositions of mammalian 
hematopoietic CXCR4+ stem cells and methods of obtaining said compositions. 

Group II, claim(s) 28-32, drawn to non-human chimeric mammals. 

Group III, claim(s) 34, drawn to methods of testing for engraftment in a mammal. 

Group IV, claim(s) 35-47, drawn to methods of transplanting stem cells. 

Group V, claim(s) 50-52, drawn to methods of making genetically modified stem cells and 
their use to correct genetic disorders. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: a CXCR4+ stem cell which migrates in response to 
SDF-1 or adheres to stromal cell in response to an adhesion-inducing agent is a naturally 
occurring cell which is present in bone marrow, cord blood, and peripheral blood and thus is not

considered a "special technical feature". Furthermore, the cells of Group V are genetically 
modified and as such are substantially different in structure and function from unmodified cells. 
Likewise the non-human chimeric mammal of group II comprises substantially different structural 
elements than the cells themselves. Also, the methods of Groups III-IV utilize different reagents 
and methods steps such that the search for each group is not co-extensive. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143).
